Kennedy took off today on a west- 
ern tour that will include an over, 
night trip to Hawaii. 


Announcement of the Hawaiian 


trip came just before the start of 
what had been scheduled as a 
four-state tour combining a look 
at space age defense with some 
old-fashioned politicking. 


The White House said Kennedy 


had accepted an invitation to ad- 
dress a conference of the nation's 
mayors in Honolulu on Sunday. 
He will return to Washington on 
Monday, a day later than origi- 
nally planned.

Atomic War 
Can Happen, 
Airmen Told 


By FRANK CORMIER 


COLORADO SPRINGS,, Colo., 


(AP) 
— President Kennedy said 


today the surest way to bring, war 
is to embrace the idea of a nu- 
clear stalemate—to believe that 
war is too terrible to happen. 


In this fashion, Kennedy began 


a four-day Western trip on a som- 
ber note. However, in the same 
address prepared for the 
fifth 


graduating class of the U.S. Air 
Force Academy Kennedy wound 
up with a brighter prophecy. 


"We believe," he said, "in the 


ability of man to triumph over the 
terrible forces he has created. 
We believe in the dignity of man 
and his eternal right to be free. 
And we believe, finally, that we 
are going to prevail." 


The academy was the first stop 


on a fast-paced tour of four West- 
ern states that will give Kennedy 
an up-to-date look at space age 
defense plus a chance to do some 
old-fashioned politicking. 


In his academy speech, Ken- 


nedy 
acknowledged 
that "new 


weapons of massive retaliation" 
have their greatest value because 
they tend lo discourage potential 
war makers. But he said national 
security 
will not be achieved 


"simply by piling up bigger stocks 
of bombs or burying our missiles 
under bigger piles of concrete.". 


He noted that "human failures 


and follies have too often been 
the rule instead of the exception" 
in an imperfect world. 


Then he declared: "The surest 


way to bring on 'the war that can- 
not happen is to sit back and 
assure ourselves that it cannot 
happen." 


As things stand, he said, "our 


national security, in a period ol 
rapid change, will depend on con 
slant reappraisal of accepted1 doc- 
trine,! on alertness to new develop 
ments on imagination and re- 
sourcefulness and new ideas." 


The President emphasized tha 


Air ' Force Academy graduates 
must be more than military com 
manders because "military policy 
and power cannot and must no 
be separated from political am 
diplomatic decisions." 


In last October's Cuba crisis 


he said, political and psychologi 
cal motives and implications were 
equal in importance to "the mil 
tary motives and implications o 
that reckless attempt to place of 
fensive missiles on the island! o 
Cuba."

Wallace Told 
Not to Bar 
Negro Students 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP)—A 


federal judge today barred defi- 
ant Gov. George C. Wallace from 
his avowed doorway stand against 
enrollment of Negroes at the Uni. 
vcrsity of Alabama. 


The injunction by U.S. Dist, 


Judge Scybourn II. Lynnc prohib- 
its Wallace or anyone in concert 
with him from physically inter- • 
fering with court ordered desegre- 
gation of the state institution. 


The order docs not ban Wallace 


from the campus. 


In clear language, the Alabama- 


born jurist spelled out federal su- 
premacy and swept away any ves- 
tige of validity in the state sov- 
ereignty power claimed by Wal- 
lace. 


"The governor of a sovereign 


state has no authority to obstruct 
or prevent the execution of the 
lawful orders of a court of the 
United Statc^,' Lynne wrote in ,an 
opinion which ended in a moving , 
ippeal to Alabama's people. 


The 56-year-old jurist took a 


dramatic departure from the stiff 
formality of court procedure to 
express a prayer that all Alabam- 
ians "will join in the resolution 
.hat law and order will be main- • 
Laincd1." 


With an air of pathos and con- • 


corn, Lynnc wrote: "I love the 
people of Alabama. 


"1 know that many of 
both 


races are troubled and, like Jon- 
ah of old, arc 'angry even unto 
death' as the result of distortions 
of affairs' within this state, prac- 
ticed in the name of sensational- 
ism." 


Lynnc did not elaborate. 
The judge said it was clear that 


unless an injunction was issued, 
irreparable injury would result 
"from .obstruction to the lawful 
orders of this court and the con- 
sequent impairment of the judi- 
cial process of the United States." •

Largely, perhaps, it was a mat- 
er of his age. How could the Col- 
ege of Cardinals elect a man 
early 77, after many ballots, to 
uch an exalted post? Particularly 
fter the long reign of scholarly 
5ius XII, who had won renown 
as 
The Pope of Peace"? 


But though many in the chan- 
ellories of power might have 
egarded him as an interim Pope, 
ohn XXIII did not behave like 
Hie, He moved swiftly to meet the 
ihallenges of change. 


With a mind poised toward 


leaven, he spoke of himself as "a 
servant of the servants of God," 
and in memorable human ways 
did all he could to make man 
more humane to himself. 


He struck offensive mentions of 


other faiths—Jewish and Moslem 
—from his Church's rituals. 


He recalled men's duties to 


each 
other across slaying. "All 


of human greed, 
saying,. "All 


riches which come from the earth 
should be put at the disposal of 
all, according to God and justice. 
Earthly goods must be better dis- 
tributed." 


He caught the yearnings of all 


mankind—regardless of creed— 
as probably did no other Pope in 
modern times. In less than five 
short years he became a great 
bridge to religious tolerance—and 
potenlialy unity. 


As he lay dying with his elderly 


sister mopping his feverish brow, 
a group of 10 persons here—only 
one of whom was Catholic- 
listened to news broadcasts. 


"He was a truly good man," 


said one of the group, and 
it 


wasn't a Catholic. That 
feeling 


was typical. 


The "fill-in man" had done a 


superb job. Humanity has lost a 
great champion, and the problem 
of the Catholic Church now is—to 
find such another.

New York Not 
Really Known

NEW YOR K(AP) - A man 


could live his entire life under 
New York City and his body 
would have to emerge into the ajr 
and sunlight only to be buried. 


There is no room for grave- 


yards in the vast and complex 
world inhabited by thousands and 
used by millions,, beneath the city 
of concrete canyons and skyscrap- 
er mountains. • 


No map can depict the under- 


ground 
development. 
.No 
man 


knows all that's there. 


Diggers frequently turn up a 


long-lost item. Among other things 
they have found a forgotten Brit- 
ish dungeon and a bootlegger's 
tunnel leading from the Hudson 
River to what was a prohibition 
eli 
1. a speakeasy owned by! Dutch 


Schultz. 


Even at the turn of the century, 


builders of the city's first subway 
system weren't sure what they 
would find. 


Writing 25 years later, the chief 


engineer, Gen. William Barclay 
arsons, recalled: "Water 
pipes 


could be located by occasional 
valve boxes and the sewers by 
manholes, but little was known of 
their physical condition or con- 
nections. 


"The 
gas company supposed 


that it owned pipes in certain 
streets because the householders 
received gas and paid for it; but 
as to how it was delivered, the 
company could not tell." 


Each utility company and each 


city department maintains a sep- 
arate map to show only its un- 
derground system. The develop- 
ment includes enough telephone 
cables and wires, almost 19 mil- 
lion miles, to string 75 lines to 
the moon; enough electric cable, 
61,500 miles, to wrap twice around 
the earth and tic a bow as broad 
as the United States. 


A person can live at a hotel in 


Brooklyn,, shop at some of the 
best stores in Manhatan, attend 
concerts and visit museums, get 
a marriage license and answer a 
court summons, journey to the 
Bronx and Queens, and never fio 
outside. 


A youth in Queens—just to see 


if he could do it—rode all the 
lines on the subway with a sineln. 
token. With the necessary dou- 
bling back he traveled more than 
400 miles in 25 hours and 36 min- 
utes. 


Underground New York lias do- 


veloped its characters—like leg- 
endary Teddy May, the "Sultan 
of the Sewers," or Maurice tho 
Bookman. 


Salty, 
tobacco-chewing Teddv 


Mayi died a few years ago at the 
age of 85 after spending .a half- 
century working with the sewers 
of the city. 


From 
May, city fathers got 


much of the information for thf 
map of a 5,000-mile system which 
started haphazardly from a roofed 
over boat canal. The roof became 
Canal Street and the sewer is still 
in use. 


Maurice, a gray-bearded deni- 


zen of Greenwich Village who 
keeps his family name secret, has 
fought a running battle with con- 
cessionaires for years about the 
thousands 
of books he 
keeps 


stored in subway station lockers. 


Another character worked out 


an elaborate timetable, of late 
trains and routes to enable him 
to sleep undisturbed by any of 
the subway system's 972 police- 
men, the fifth largest police force 
in the state. His experiences gave 
the title to the Broadway musical, 
"Subways Are For Sleeping."

Gen. Bruce Bennett said today 
that the state Supreme Court's in- 
validation of four anti-integration 
acts Monday does not leave the 
state powerless to act against 
those who would promote racial 
litigation for their own ends. 


He said the state still has the 


barratry and maintenance laws 
and the injunctivc process, and a 
1959 
law which makes it a mis- 


demeanor to refuse to leave a 
place of business upon request of 
the manager. 


Bennett said he would ask for a 


rehearing on the acts declared un- 
constitutional 
by the 
Supreme 


Court. 
Hearings 
are 
seldom 


granted. Bennett wrote the acts 
in 1958 and they were passed at a 
special session of the legislature. 


The acts prohibited soliciting 


lawsuits over integration, empow- 
ered county judges to demand in- 
formation from organ! z a t i o n s 
whose actions concern the schools, 
empower the attorney general to 
sc'i/c! files of such organizations,, 
and prohibited soliciting or donat- 
ing money for anti - segregation 
lawsuits. 


The National Association for the 


Advancement of Colored People 
attacked the laws in court and 
said they were aimed at impeding 
NAACP work in Arkansas. 


Bennett said he stands ready to 


enforce the barratry and mainte- 
nance laws against any organiza- 
tion violting them. Barratry 
is 


soliciting lawsuits and 
mainte- 


nance is "stirring up litigaton," 
Bennett sad.
